GET CAPITAL. 


Oklahoma City, Ok., March 7 —By 
a vote concurrent resolution passed 
tonight the legislature fixed 3 p. m. 
Saturday, March ll, as the time for 
sine die adjournment. 
If the senate takes the same view 
of the capital situation as did the 
house of representatives today the 
seat of Government will be moved to 
Shawnee. 
As per agreement of last night the 
j Peters bill fixing the capital at Paw- 
| huska and 
appropriating 
$3,000,000 
for a statehouse 
came 
up 
in 
the 
house this morning and Mr. Barrett, 
Mr. Maxey, Mr. Carson and Mr. Nes­ 
bitt, the Pottawatomie county deh- 
I gation, secured adoption of an amend 
ment substituting Shawnee and SL­ 
ENK),OOO for the appropriation. ‘ 
Vole Was Viva Voce. 
Th© vote was viva voce with only 
the Oklahoma County Representative 
opposing. It is the plan tonight to 
j call the bill up for final passage to­ 
morrow and put it through on roll 
call. With it will go a concurrent 
resolution offered by the Pottawat­ 
omie county members rescinding the 
contract made with Oklahoma City 
during the special session providing 
for a free capital building. 
The resolution as offered today re­ 
cites that Oklahoma City has utterly 
failed to carry out 
its 
agreement 
made as an inducement that the cap­ 
ital be brought here from Guthrie 
and that the departments are scatter­ 
ed over town and paying exorbitant 
rents, which will be exacted from the 
taxpayers for years to come. 
It carries a proposition from Shaw­ 
nee to furnish rent for state depart­ 
ments in that city for $1 per year 
and pledges a free capital site and 
$1,000,000 in money for a statehouse 
The governor and state board of af­ 
fairs is authorized to advertise for 
bids and let the contract for erect­ 
ing a building there.

Washington, March 7.—The resig­ 
nation of Richard Ballinger of Seat­ 
tle as Secretary of the Interior to­ 
day was accepted by President Taft 
and Walter L. Fisher of Chicago was 
appointed as his successor. 
Faith in >Se<*r©tiir.v’s Integrity 
In giving his consent to the Secre­ 
tary’s retirement, Mr. Taft empha­ 
sizes his faith in the integrity, the 
motives and the official standards of 
Mr. Ballinger and his indignation at 
the methods of those who assailed 
him, saying that he has been “the 
subject of one of the most unscrupu­ 
lous conspiracies for the defamation 
of character that history can show.” 
Will Prosecute Defamers. 
The Secretary late todv, in a writ­ 
ten statement given out at the Inte­ 
rior Department, expressed the in­ 
tention to return forthwith to Seattle, 
and, after a rest, resume the practice 
of law. He says that his defense has 
cost him not less than $25,000, and 
that he is now a poor man. At the 
same time he declares it his pur­ 
pose “to prosecute the arch conspira­ 
tors who have been following me 
with the assassin’s knife.” 
Fisher Appointed 
Walter Lowrie Fisher, Mr. Ballin­ 
ger’s successor, who will assume of­ 
fice as Secretary of the Interior with­ 
in a few days, is a Republican, and it 
was said at the White House today 
that Senator Cullom, senior Senator 
from Illinois, was consulted in re­ 
gard to his appointment. His appoint­ 
ment gives two places in the Cabinet 
to Chicago men, Secretary MaeVeagh 
of the Treasury being also a resident 
of that city. 
Retirement Ends Long Controversy 
The retirement of Mr. Ballinger 
and the appointment of his successor 
brings to a close the most sensa­ 
tional incident thus far of the Taft 
administration; 
indeed, one of the 
most spectacular battles in recent 
political history. It began with a dif­ 
ference in conception of policy toward 
the tr atment of public lands, es­ 
pecially the forest preserves, between 
Mr. Ballinger and Gifffford Pinchot, 
then Chief Forester of the United 
States, whose bureau was a part of 
the Department of Agriculture. Mr. 
Pinchot’s \7ews of these matters had 
been more in accord with those of 
Mr. Ballinger’s predecessor, James R. 
Garfield.
